ANDREW PERSON IS DEAD 


Business Manager of Advocate Passed 


Away Tuesday After Long Illness 


Funeral Services at Home on Fifth Strett Thursday 


Afternoon at 2 O'clock-Earnest, Conscientious, 


Capable Han Goes to His Reward. 


Andrew H. Pierson, business man- 


ager of the Advocate, is dead. 


After a heroic battle in which 
his 


indominitable will stayed the hand of 
Death for years, this noble man was 
at last forced to surrender and he 
passed peacefully away at 3:45 o'clock 
Tuesday morning; 
' Mr. Pier-son had long been ill and 
had been obliged to seek *he climate 
of Mexico and the southwest each 
•winter for years, but in spite of the 
inroads upon his 
constitution, he 


fought bravely on and even to those 
closest to him he would hardly admit 
that his health was failing. His was 
a courage to admire. 
" Within a year the decline has been 
more rapid and the summer trip to 
northern Michigan failed to stimulate 
Mm. as previous travel had done and 
•when he returned home early ia Sep- 
tember he was obliged to surrender 
and remain at home. Even there his 
mind remained constantly upon 
his 


business and he was hopeful even on 
Monday of being able to resume his 
duties at his desk. 


Conscious to the end, ready to go, 


Mr. Pierson calmly and peacefully 
passed away and a home that he had 
honored was made desolate.

afternoon at 
2 o'clock at No. 27

the remains will be taken to Cedar 
Hill by friends and associates in t/he 
Advocate" office and laid to rest.

New York, Oct. 15.—Hampton 
G. 


Westcott, vice president of- the Stan- 
dard Oil company of Kentucky, testi- 
fied in the hearing of the federal suit 
against the oil combine that in several 
of the southern states the Standard 
had found it expedient to sell much of 
its products through companies which 
the public believed to be^ndependent. 
Mr. Westcott threw a sidelight on 
business department of the Standard 
concerning -which the federal counsel 
has been seeking Information since 
the beginning 
of the inquiry. Mr. 


Westcott testified that each month the 
main office of the Standard Oil com- 
pany of Kentucky, at Covington, sent 
him not only the reports of the busi- 
ness operations of the Standard, but 
statements concerning freight ship- 
ments and sale of oil by all competi- 
tors. These statements, according to 
Mr. Westcott, gave the name of the 
consignor, the consignee, the amount 
of oil shipped and any information 
that might be available. Mr. Westcott 
zaid that after examining these state- 
ments he filed them with the statistic- 
al department in the Standard's office 
in this city. This, Mr. Westcott said, 
was in charge of W. E. Bemis, -svho 
kept compilations and records of the 
business of both the Standard and its 
sompetitors.

Tolls of .Meeting of Board of Control 


of the Ohio Experiment 


Station. 


Of the world's population there are 


64 to the million who are blind. 


Editor Advocate:—The October ses- 


sion of the Board of Control, Ohio 
Experiment Station was held at the 
sub-station in Meigs county. 


Here we have 300 acres of land and 


are trying to work out, such problems 
as confront the farmers among the 
hills of southeastern Ohio. 


Three lines of work are thought to 


be best for that section, fruit grow- 
ing, forestry and sheep husbandry- It 
5s well known that fruit properly 
grown on these hills is of high color 
and good quality. As to forestry many 
of these hills are washed and gullied 
denuded of grasses, and .about 
the 


only practical thing to do with them 
is to get trees of 
valuable woods 


started on them. 


As for live stock, the sheep seem 


best adapted to these hills. But sheep 
must have nutritious pastures and 
the problem is to get the land Into 
permanent pastures. 


But much of the land is so rough, 


that the labor of subduing the briars 
and weeds, and getting a sward of 
blue grass, would be more than the 
land is worth after the task is ac- 
complished, hence the forestry work. 


On some of the more level land it 


is surprising what has been accom- 
plished. Where four years ago were 
briars and weeds, today are good sods 
of clover, timothy and blue grass. 


Some plot work in alfalfa has been 


done this year, and some of the plots 
are looking very fine, especially where 
lime and some mixture of fertilizers 
have been used. It is aiso 'surprising 
the effects of fertilizers on the corn 
crop. Fertilizers so far seeming to 
have Increased the yields more than 
barnyard manure. 


At the time of our visit the Meigs 


County Pomona Grange was holding 
a fair on the farm. One exhibit that 
particularly attracted 
my 
attention 


was the work of a Juvenile Grange. 
The children hart been working at 


collecting the various woods weeds, 
and grasses of the 
locality learning 


their names and 
properly 
labfling 


them. One little girl (Leonila Mario 
Lloyd, 10 years old), had 
collected 


125 grasses rnd weeds, put them on 
card board about 8 inches by 10 inches 
and properly labeled them 
She had 


also made a collection of C7 moths, 
and had also made a map of Ohio, 
outlining the counties and a map of 
Meigs county, outlining the townships 
in needle work.
